With  just  a short  while  to  go  before  the 
cast  of  Fame:  The  Musical  hits  the  stage  of 
Centrepointe  Theatre,  the  finishing  touch- 
es are  being  put  on  the  set,  the  costumes, 
the  dance  numbers,  songs  and  the  rest  of 
the  play. 

Everyone  associated  with  this  show  is 
excited  about  opening  night.  The  young  cast 
is  enthralled  with  the  musical  score,  which 
features  everything  from  classical  to  tender 
ballads  to  disco,  rock  and  rap.  The  dancing 
covers  everything  from  ballet  through  mod- 
em to  hip-hop.  Leslie  Jaegin,  the  choreog- 
rapher, is  a young  Kanata  dance  teacher 
and  aerobics  instructor.

The  story  deals  frankly 
with  the  temptations  facing  aspiring 
dancers,  actors  and  musicians,  their  need 
for  values  and  the  importance  of  discipline 
in  their  lives  as  they  confront  issues  rang- 
ing from  literacy  and  drug  abuse  to  racial 
strife.  A melting  pot  musical,  Fame  mixes 
rich,  poor,  black,  white,  Jew  and  Latino  in 
a charged  environment  packed  with  exhil- 
arating youthful  energy  as  the  students 
strive  to  meet  academic  standards  and 
yearn  for  stardom.  Some  excel  and  others 
are  unable  to  overcome  the  pressures. 
Others  realize  that  even  for  the  most  tal- 
ented too  much  ambition  too  soon  can  lead 
to  a collision  with  the  wall  of  stark  reality.

CJC  notes  progress 
on  MDA  issue 

Canadian  Jewish  Congress  (CJC)  representatives 
have  expressed  cautious  optimism  that  a process  may 
soon  be  in  place  to  permit  the  official  acceptance  of 
Israel’s  Magen  David  Adorn  (MDA)  into  the  Interna- 
tional Red  Cross  Society. 

Canadian  Red  Cross  Society  (CRCS)  National 
Director  of  International  Services  Gilles  Sandre  and 
Coordinator  of  Planning  and  Education  for  Interna- 
tional Services  Paul  Wharram  recently  invited  a CJC 
delegation  to  Ottawa.  At  this  meeting  they  outlined  to 
CJC  National  Israel  Affairs  Committee  Chair  Zave 
Climan,  National  Director  of  Communications  and 
Israel  Affairs  Michael  J.  Cohen  and  Ottawa  Advocacy 
Director  Eric  Vernon  an  action  plan  which  has  con- 
siderable potential  for  progress  in  facilitating  the  de 
jure  recognition  of  the  MDA. 

Wharram  pointed  out  that  in  1929  the  Geneva 
Conventions  recognized  three  symbols  for  the  move- 
ment: the  red  cross,  the  red  crescent  and  the  red  lion 
and  sun.  The  MDA  was  founded  in  1930  and  mandat- 
ed by  the  Israeli  Knesset  20  years  later  to  serve  as  the 
country’s  national  society.  The  CRCS  officials 
acknowledged  that  the  MDA  meets  all  the  criteria  for

The  Council  of  Jewish  Federations  (CJF)  and  United 
Israel  Appeal  (ULA)  will  be  holding  a joint  national  lead- 
ership conference  in  Ottawa  from  April  4 through  April  7. 
Jewish  leaders  and  professionals  from  across  Canada 
will  be  coming  to  our  city  to  address  issues  facing  Cana- 
dian Jewish  communities. 

It  is  a sign  of  the  times  that  CJF  and  UIA  are  holding  a 
joint  conference.  The  two  national  organizations  repre- 
senting Canadian  Jewry  are  holding  discussions  on  merg- 
ing their  operations  to  better  serve  their  constitutents. 
The  very  fact  that  CJF  and  UIA  are  holding  a joint  confer- 
ence indicates  that  discussions  are  proceeding.  Jewish 
communities  in  Canada  and  the  U.S.  are  examining  the 
structure  of  their  national  agencies  and  looking  for  ways 
to  remove  overlap  and  achieve  savings  through  reduced 
administrative  costs.  At  the  same  time,  these  communities 
want  to  ensure  that  the  service  to  local  federations  and 
support  for  Israel  is  maintained. 

There  are  two  parts  to  the  conference.  The  Young 
Leadership  Conference,  for  people  40  years  or  younger, 
begins  on  Friday  April  4.  Guest  speakers  include  Linda 
Frum  who  will  speak  about  her  book  “Barbara  Frum:  A 
Daughter’s  Memoir”  and  Dr.  David  J.  Schnall,  co-author 
of  “Crisis  and  Challenge:  The  Jewish  Family  Faces  the 
21st  Century”. 


On  Saturday  evening,  the  general  and  the  young  lead- 
ership conferences  join  together  to  hear  a keynote 
address  by  Avraham  Infeld,  Director  of  the  Melitz  Insti- 
tute for  Jewish  Zionist  Education  in  Jerusalem.  Infeld’s 
speech  is  open  to  the  entire  Jewish  community  of  Ottawa 
provided  people  RSVP  to  Marc  Fishman  (789-7306)  in 
advance  of  the  event.  Those  who  have  not  reserved  a 
space  in  advance  will  not  be  admitted. 

Sunday  morning,  the  general  and  young  leadership 
conferences  continue  together.  CJF  and  UIA  are  intro- 
ducing a new  technique  for  encouraging  creative  think- 
ing called  the  “Six  Hats  Method”.  The  technique  has  been 
successfully  used  to  assist  leadership  in  developing  new 
ideas  that  lead  to  creative  solutions. 

Conference  participants  will  be  split  into  groups  and 
will  spend  the  day  generating  ideas  to  address  most  of 
the  major  issues  currently  challenging  UJA  and  Jewish 
federations.  Each  group  will  be  facilitated  by  an  individ- 
ual specially  trained  in  the  “Six  Hats  Method”.  All  of  the 
ideas  will  be  recorded  and  reproduced  in  an  indexed,  user 
friendly  format  and  distributed  to  all  conference  partici- 
pants. The  program  will  be  fast  paced,  energetic  and 
highly  productive  in  generating  new  and  creative  solu- 
tions to  problems  that  Jewish  communities  have  not  yet 
been  able  to  overcome. 

On  Monday  morning,  participants  will  again  be  divid- 
ed into  small  groups  and  asked  to  evaluate  the  best  sug- 
gestions made  on  Sunday  and  design  effective  implemen- 
tation plans.  Again,  the  groups  will  be  facilitated  by 
experienced  professionals. 

Our  community  has  a rare  opportunity  to  meet  with 
lay  leaders  from  across  Canada  and  participate  in  this 
conference  which  will  help  shape  Jewish  communities 
across  the  country.  It  is  often  difficult  for  a community 


What  does  G-d  want  from  me? 

Moshc  Chaim  Ephraim  of  Sudylkov  was  a grandson  of  the 
Baal  ShemTov,  the  founder  of  Chassidism.  He  related  the  fol- 
lowing: “In  a letter  from  my  grandfather  of  blessed  memory 
...  it  is  mentioned  that  he  asked  the  Messiah,  'When  will  the 
Master  come?’  and  he  answered,  ‘When  your  teachings  shall 
become  revealed  and  known  and  your  springs  will  overflow 
abroad.’  ” 

This  is  apparently  alluded  to  in  the  verse  in  Exodus  (XIV:8) 

“And  the  children  of  Israel  went  out  ‘Beyad  Ramah’  (with  an 
uplifted  hand).  Translated  into  Aramaic,  this  reads  ‘Bereish 
Galay'  (with  the  head  openly  manifest).  ‘Bereish’  is  an  acronym 
for  Rabbi  Israel  Baal  Shem  and  the  word  ‘galay’  alludes  to  the 
time  when  his  teachings  shall  be  revealed  and  his  springs  shall 
overflow  - then  Israel  shall  come  out  of  exile. 

Today  Chassidism  has  spread  to  the  four  comers  of  our 
world.  The  wcllsprings  of  the  Baal  ShemTov  have  truly  over- 
flowed beyond  the  communities  of  Brooklyn  or  Jerusalem. 

Wherever  there  is  a Jewish  community,  there  are  Chassidim 
ministering  to  its  needs.  What  does  this  mean,  however,  to  the 
average  Jew  living  in  Ottawa  or  throughout  the  world?  I wish  to 
share  with  our  Bulletin  readers  a few  Chassidic  thoughts: 

• If  you  see  what  needs  to  be  repaired  and  know  how  to 
repair  it,  then  you  have  found  a piece  of  the  world  that  G-d  has 
left  for  you  to  perfect.  But  if  you  see  only  what  is  wrong  and 
what  is  ugly,  then  it  is  yourself  that  needs  repair. 

• There  are  ethereal  beings  who  bask  in  the  Divine  light  of 
the  spiritual  world.  But  it  is  human  beings  who  struggle  with 
challenges  and  the  darkness  of  a material  world  who  shall  ulti- 
mately arrive  at  the  Essence. 

• Man's  great  genius  has  been  in  the  development  of  the 
individual  of  the  pioneering  and  self-made  type.  Although  this 
helped  in  developing  our  potential  by  demanding  every  last 
ounce  of  ingenuity  and  perserverance,  it  has,  on  the  other  hand, 
locused  too  much  attention  upon  egotistic  aims  and  interests. 

Personal  goals  have  dominated.  Only  in  our  spare  time,  after  we 
have  carved  our  groove  in  terms  of  economic  or  social  success, 
have  we  dedicated  time  and  effort  to  community  affairs.  We 
have  been  social  workers  on  an  amateur,  after-working-hours

basis.  But  it  is  at  this  point  that  there  must  be  a change  of  basic 
outlook  redirecting  our  existence  as  individuals.  Primarily,  we 
must  live  the  life  of  social  beings,  with  responsibility  and  dedi- 
cation of  our  best  efforts  on  behalf  of  our  community.  Only  then 
can  we  afford  to  invest  in  our  individual  aims  and  goals. 

• Let  no  one  think  "Who  am  I and  what  am  I to  have  such 
tremendous  powers  of  building  and  destruction.”  We  have  seen, 
to  our  sorrow,  what  even  a small  quantity  of  matter  can  do  in  the 
way  of  destruction  through  the  release  of  atomic  energy.  If  such 
power  is  concealed  in  a small  quantity  of  matter,  how  much 
greater  is  the  creative  power  entrusted  to  every  individual  to 
work  in  harmony  with  the  Divine  purpose.  One  is  given  special 
abilities  and  opportunities  by  Divine  Providence  to  attain  the 
goal  for  which  we  have  been  created:  the  realization  of  a world 
of  goodness  and  holiness. 

• People  often  perceive  themselves  in  terms  of  their  con- 
straints. Yet  there  are  times  that  call  for  transcendent  actions. 
One  must  at  times  do  more  than  one  can  possibly  do,  for  each 
person  is  endowed  with  a G-dly  soul  and  G-d  transcends  human 
constraints.  All  good  actions  unite  to  make  the  world  progres- 
sively belter.  Even  when  a moral  relapse  seems  very  much  in 
evidence,  the  world  as  a whole  is  essentially  becoming  more 
purified  with  every  passing  year,  every  day  and  every  minute, 
for  no  instant  passes  without  many  good  deeds. 

The  final  redemption  is  no  longer  a dream  of  the  distant 
future,  but  an  imminent  reality.  This  generation  is  the  final  gen- 
eration of  exile  and  the  first  generation  of  redemption.  May  we 
all  rejoice  together  when  the  entire  world  becomes  a place  of 
goodness  and  kindness.

All  the  world’s  a stage  for 
Stratford  actor  Jen  Gould

She  stands  out  on  the 
street  in  front  of  her  Tbron- 
to  apartment  as  her  new 
husband  carries  out  the  last 
of  her  bags  making  room  for 
them  in  the  trunk.  They 
kiss  goodbye  and  she  straps 
herself  into  the  packed 
green  Chrysler.  With  sound- 
tracks and  classical  CDs 
close  at  hand,  she  checks 
the  back  seat  to  say  a few 
words  to  her  favorite  travel- 
ling companions,  Fred  and 
Ginger,  her  much-loved 
cats,  and  heads  west,  once  again,  down 
Highway  401  towards  Stratford,  Ontario, 
where  she  will  spend  the  next  eight 
months  working,  learning  and  acting. 

Born  and  raised  in  Ottawa,  some  may 
remember  Jen  Gould  belting  out  a moving 
rendition  of  Suddenly  Seymour  on  the 
High  School  of  Commerce  stage  in  the 
JCC  Theatreworks’  production  of  Little 
Shop  of  Horrors,  or  dancing  and  singing  in 
any  number  of  Orpheus  productions  such 
as  West  Side  Story , Hello  Dolly  or  Fiddler 
on  the  Roof. 

Besides  appearing  on  several  Ottawa 
stages,  Jen  helped  out  behind  the  scenes 
by  choreographing  the  moves  for  the  JCC 
productions  of  Grease  and  Fiddler  on  the 
Roof. 

Today,  Jen’s  talents  have  taken  her 
beyond  Centrepointe  Theatre  and  far  from 
the  stage  in  the  Camp  B’nai  Brith  Rec 
Hall  to  the  majestic  auditoriums  of  The 
Stratford  Festival,  Canada’s  oldest  and 
largest  Shakespearean  Festival. 

This  is  Jen’s  third  season  at  Stratford 
and  although  it  does  take  her  away  from 
her  husband  of  only  five  months,  Hayes 
Steinberg,  as  well  as  her  friends,  she  is 
honored  to  be  there. 

“It’s  a great  place  for  an  actor  to  be  and 
it’s  a lot  of  fun,”  says  Jen. 

“While  I’m  here  I take 
classes  so  I’m  always 
learning  while  I’m  acting.” 

In  the  past  two  years  at 
The  Stratford  Festival,  Jen 
has  played  lead  roles  in  A 
Fitting  Confusion,  a 
French  farce,  and  in 
Amadeus.  This  season, 
which  runs  from  May  until 
October,  Jen  will  be 
appearing  in  The  Taming 
of  the  Shrew,  will  be  play- 
ing Lucia  in  an  Italian 
comedy  called  Philomena 
and  is  understudying  the

role  of  Gwenevyre  in  the 
musical  Camelot. 

For  Jen,  being  in  such 
a prestigious  festival  is 
everything  she  expected 
it  to  be.  “It’s  always  chal- 
lenging,” she  says.  “The 
biggest  challenge  is 
always  keeping  up  with 
all  of  these  fantastic 
actors.” 

Although  Jen’s  acting 
is  of  the  same  calibre  of 
those  she  refers  to  as 
“fantastic  actors”,  she  is 
constantly  learning  from 
Stratford’s  veteran  thespians  and  challeng- 
ing herself. 

Upon  graduating  from  Hillcrest  High 
School  in  1990,  Jen,  the  daughter  of  Lynn 
and  Robert  Gould,  had  no  intention  of 
studying  theatre  in  university  as  it  was 
just  a hobby  and  not  something  she  saw 
herself  doing  as  a career. 

“When  I went  to  theatre  school  it  was 
all  up  to  fate.  I was  just  going  to  get  a BA. 
I realized  that  I could  get  a Bachelor  of 
Fine  Arts  and  instead  of  studying  psychol- 
ogy or  anthropology  I could  take  classes  in 
theatre,”  says  Jen.  “I  could  still  get  my 
BA,  but  in  something  that  I was  interest- 
ed in  anyway." 

Although  Jen,  at  19,  was  no  novice  to 
the  stage  when  she  moved  to  Tbronto,  she 
attributes  much  of  her  success  today  to 
the  experiences  she  gained  while  studying 
in  York  University’s  Fine  Arts  Program. 

“If  I didn’t  go  to  York,  I would  never 
have  learned  how  to  function  in  the  pro- 
fessional world,"  says  Jen.  “I  learned  how 
to  write  a bio,  how  to  read  call  sheets  and 
about  what  others  do  in  the  theatre  like 
the  role  of  a stage  hand,  which  is  all  real- 
ly important  to  know.”

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Rabbi  Reuven  Bulka  takes  to  the  air  waves

Reuven  Bulka:  rabbi,  author,  doctor  of  philosophy,  hus- 
band, father,  grandfather,  board  director,  lecturer,  com- 
mentator, television  personality,  and  most  recently,  radio 
talk  show  host!  This  multi-media  maven  has  taken  the 
philosophy  of  Marshall  McLuhan  to  a new  level. 

Although  his  appreciative  congregants  regularly  hear 
his  sermons  from  the  Machzikei  Hadas  pulpit,  Bulka  now 
has  an  expanded  audience.  Regular  submissions  are  fea- 
tured in  the  Ottawa  Citizen  as  well  as  in  the  Ottawa  Jew- 
ish Bulletin  on  a rotating  basis  as  part  of  “From  the  Pul- 
pit” columns.  And  every  Sunday  at  10:00  pm  you  can  tune 
in  to  CFRA,  580  on  your  AM  dial,  and  hear  “Religion  on 
the  Air"  broadcast  throughout  the  Ottawa  Valley.  Host 
Rabbi  Bulka  presents  timely  and  provocative  topics  to  a 
large  listening  audience.  Statistics  have  repeatedly 
demonstrated  the  show’s  popularity  as  it  remains  one  of 
the  top-rated  programs  for  that  particular  time  slot. 

Bulka’s  friend,  fellow  talk  show  host,  Dennis  Prager, 
successfully  mans  a program  in  Los  Angeles  entitled, 
“Religion  on  the  Line”.  Armed  with  a similar  concept, 
Bulka  approached  CFRA  just  as  the  station  was  convert- 
ing to  a talk  radio  format.  Whereas  the  L.A.  version 
revolves  around  clergy  of  different  ethnic  backgrounds  dis- 
cussing a predetermined  subject,  Bulka  flies  solo. 

After  three  years  on  air,  Bulka  still  finds  radio  fun.  The 
challenge  is  to  find  a guest  that  can  carry  the  show  for  60 
minutes.  And  of  course  there  are  always  nerve-racking 
experiences,  the  most  obvious  being  when  a guest  doesn’t 
arrive. 

Bulka  laughs:  “Fortunately,  I always  come  to  the  show 
prepared  with  a contingency  plan.  Of  course,  the  worst 
case  scenario  is  not  having  a guest  show  up,  but  this  hap- 
pened only  once.  However,  one  time,  a guest  was  15  min- 
utes late  and  another  one  was  45  minutes  late.  Regardless, 
for  each  program,  I always  ensure  that  there  will  be  solid

conversation  for  the  hour,  and  so  I’m  always  prepared.” 

A particularly  tense  moment  came  on  a show  featuring 
Anna  Heilman,  Holocaust  survivor  and  participant  in  the 
March  of  the  Living.  Ernst  Zundel,  Holocaust  denier,  faxed 
in  a request  to  be  heard  on  air.  After  discussion  with  the 
station  authorities  and  upon  receiving  Heilman's  permis- 
sion, Heilman  and  Zundel  engaged  in  a highly  charged 
debate. 

“She  made  mincemeat  of  him,”  says  Bulka. 

The  rabbi  strives  to  be  illuminating  and  interesting 
rather  than  controversial.  People  tend  to  be  fascinated  by 
religion,  says  Bulka.  The  topics  that  intrigue  him  the  most 
are  those  where  people  put  their  lives  on  the  line  to  help 
others. 

“Ordinary  people  rising  to  the  occasion  without  any  fan- 
fare. This  is  heroic  stuff!” 

Now  in  his  25th  season  on  CJOH  television,  Bulka  also 
cohosts,  “In  Our  Hands”,  a half-hour  show  airing  every 


other  Sunday  afternoon.  It  is  one  of  the  few  locally  pro- 
duced shows  to  survive  recent  massive  cuts  to  the  station. 
Bulka  stills  enjoys  the  challenge  of  taping  within  a few 
days  of  going  on  air.  His  mandate  is  to  make  the  local  com- 
munity aware  of  major  issues  and  concerns. 

One  of  the  most  memorable  tapings  will  air  this  coming 
May  or  June.  In  tribute  to  the  150th  anniversary  of  the 
establishment  of  the  Roman  Catholic  diocese  in  Ottawa, 
Bulka  interviewed  Archbishop  Marcel  Gervais.  Bulka  com- 
mented that  even  the  staff  on  the  set  was  taken  with  the 
historic  significance  of  a rabbi  interviewing  an  archbishop. 

Ottawa  Citizen  religion  writer  Bob  Harvey  is  a favored 
guest  on  the  show. 

“He  has  his  pulse  on  the  community  and  is  an  insight- 
ful and  fair  individual." 

Future  topics  on  the  show  include  sleep  patterns  of  kids 
and  how  they  affect  mental  acumen,  and  the  effects  of  reli- 
gion and  prayer  on  health. 

The  media  are  just  one  more  avenue  that  Bulka  access- 
es to  reach  out  to  people.  One  gets  the  impression  that  he 
still  gets  a kick  out  of  this  global  village  turned  into  virtu- 
al reality.

. from  a volunteer’s  perspective 


When  Jewish  Family  Services  asked  me  lo 
write  about  my  recent  experiences  as  a JFS  vol- 
unteer I immediately  said  yes.  then  realized  that 
describing  my  feelings  would  not  be  easy.  1 had 
been  an  occasional  JFS  volunteer  over  the  years, 
mainly  working  with  senior  clients,  but  this  fall 
1 took  on  a very  different  commitment.  I became 
a Big  Sister  to  a six-year  old  girl. 

It  was  the  kind  of  involvement  I had  been 
thinking  about  for  the  last  few  years.  My  own 
children  were  mostly  independent — my 

youngest  left  home  for  university  this  fall — and 
1 was  facing  the  empty  nest  syndrome.  I had 
enjoyed  the  growing  years  with  my  kids  and 
knew  that,  as  a family,  we  had  all  been  very 
lucky.  We  were  able  to  provide  our  children 
with  a stable,  caring,  Jewish  environment  which 
nurtured  them  both  emotionally  and  intellectu- 
ally. Like  the  children  of  most  of  my  friends  in 
the  Jewish  community,  they  had  a firm  founda- 
tion on  which  to  build  their  own  lives  as  inde- 
pendent adults,  with  a strong  commitment  to 
their  Jewish  heritage. 

I knew  that  many  of  the  things  that  my 
friends  and  I took  for  granted  for  our  children 
were  not  available  to  some  youngsters  - yes, 
even  some  in  the  Jewish  community.  Although  I 
had  no  illusions  (I  thought)  about  being  able  to 
supply  everything  that  might  be  lacking  in 
another  child's  life,  I thought  that  I might  make 
a small  difference.  I enjoyed  children  and  fell  I 
had  the  temperament  and  skills  to  be  a positive 
presence  in  a child's  life. 

JFS  asked  me  to  think  carefully  about  my 
proposed  Big  Sister  relationship;  a child  is  not  a 
commitment  one  can  take  on  and  then  abandon 
if  it  doesn’t  work  out  according  to  one’s  pre- 
conceptions. 

I believe  that  I had  thought  this  relationship 
over  before  I undertook  it,  but  realize  now  that 
nothing  can  really  prepare  one  for  the  reality  of 
participating  (peripherally)  in  the  life  of  a 


youngster  for  whom  things  are  not  going  well. 

My  little  girl  and  I bonded  quickly.  She 
enjoyed  coming  lo  my  house  and  I enjoyed 
planning  crafts,  projects,  and  treats  that  would 
keep  her  busy.  (I  soon  adjusted  to  the  reality  of 
how  much  energy  a six-year-old  had!)  I became 
reacquainted  with  the  children's  section  of  the 
public  library  and  looked  forward  to  reading  her 
books  that  had  been  my  own  children’s 
favorites. 

We  had  a wonderful  time  preparing  for 
Chanukah  together.  1 brought  out  my  Chanukah 
cookie  cutters,  and  we  made  plalesful  of  cook- 
ies for  her  family.  Together  we  made  a play 
dough  Chanukiah  and  Chanukah  decorations. 
My  kitchen  floor  was  a litter  of  paper  cuttings, 
glitter,  and  flour,  but  there  was  a glow  in  my 
heart  after  I drove  home  a very  excited  little  girl, 
arms  full  of  Chanukah  goodies.  We  had  spent 
the  car  ride  singing  a Chanukah  song  I had 
taught  her. 

Unfortunately,  this  rosy  scene  is  not  the 
complete  picture.  I began  to  realize  how  chaotic 
my  little  friend’s  life  was.  Her  attendance  at 
school  was  sporadic  and  ! could  see  the  change 
in  her  attitude  towards  school  as,  because  of  her 
many  absences,  she  began  to  flounder.  I knew 
that  this  very  bright  little  girl  was  starting  to  feel 
like  a failure.  I knew  she  was  facing  the  daily 
hurt  of  being  different  from  her  classmates  who 
have  so  many  things,  both  material  and  intangi- 
ble, that  she  doesn't  have. 

1 can't  change  any  of  that  for  her  All  I can 
do  is  offer  her  a consistent  friendship  and  a 
weekly  “special  time".  1 know  it’s  not  enough 
and  I spend  a lot  of  time  worrying  about  her.  But 
I hope  that  our  relationship  will,  in  the  long 
view,  be  a positive  in  the  life  of  a little  girl  who 
must  deal  with  a lot  of  negatives.

official  membership  in  the  International  Red  Cross  and 
Red  Crescent  Movement  save  its  adoption  of  one  of  the 
official  emblems.  Climan  notes  that  none  of  the  official 
symbols  is  appropriate  for  a Jewish  state.  Despite  the 
fact  that  the  emblem  issue  has  kept  the  MDA  from  gain- 
ing official  membership,  it  has  always  participated  in 
international  activities  within  and  outside  of  the  Red 
Cross  movement. 

The  Canadian  Red  Cross  informed  CJC  that  at  its 
November  1997  meeting  in  Seville,  Spain,  the  Council  of 
Delegates  of  the  International  Red  Cross  and  Red  Cres- 
cent Societies  will  be  considering  at  least  five  options 
brought  forward  by  a special  committee  headed  by 
Christina  Magnuson  of  Sweden.  Wharram  says  that  the 
very  establishment  of  Magnuson’s  committee  indicates 
that  the  status  quo  is  no  longer  acceptable.  He  empha- 
sized how  the  first  Geneva  Conventions,  updated  in 
1949,  stated  specifically  that  the  emblem  is  meant  to  be 
a symbol  of  protection,  with  no  religious  or  political  con- 
notations. 

The  options  under  consideration  are: 

Option  1.  The  creation  of  a new  emblem,  free  of 
national,  ethnic  or  political  connotation,  such  as  a dia- 
mond. 


vidual  society’s  own  logo. 

Option  3.  This  would  involve  the  recognition  of  the 
MDA  and  its  inclusion  as  an  official  emblem  alongside 
the  other  three. 

While  this  is  what  the  MDA  has  been  asking  for  since 
its  inception  in  1930,  it  now  appears  to  be  unrealistic 
given  concerns  over  the  proliferation  of  emblems  and 
matters  of  safety  in  the  case  of  war. 

Option  4.  That  all  of  the  above  options  be  considered. 

Option  5.  That  the  use  of  a double-emblem,  utilizing 
the  cross  or  crescent  in  conjunction  with  another  sym- 
bol, be  authorized. 

Climan  points  out  that  this  would  not  resolve  the 
issue  of  MDA  recognition  since  the  double-symbol  would 
be  equally  unacceptable. 

Sandre  and  Wharram  said  that  these  options  will  be 
discussed  at  length  in  Spain  with  the  hope  of  putting  a 
resolution  on  the  agenda  for  the  27th  International  Con- 
ference in  1999.  Once  it  reaches  that  stage,  final 
approval  would  be  sought  at  a diplomatic  conference  of 
the  185  states  which  are  signatory  to  the  Geneva  Con- 
ventions.

Action  Plan:  Negev  - 
At  last  the  desert  will  bloom! 

ECONOMICALLY  UNDERDEVELOPED  in 

terms  of  both  employment  and  services,  many  Negev 
settlements  have  felt  increasingly  isolated,  particular- 
ly in  view  of  the  steady  expansion  of  central  Israel. 

AT  THE  SAME  TIME,  increasing  development 
pressures  in  the  centre  of  the  country  have  led  to  a 
growing  recognition  of  the  limited  land  and  water 
resources  commanded  by  the  State  of  Israel,  and  the 
need  to  deflect  some  of  this  demand  to  peripheral 
areas. 

THE  NEVEV  IS  the  chief,  significant  land  reserve 
of  the  State  of  Israel  and  the  purpose  of  Action  Plan: 
Negev  is  to  help  Negev  settlements  lift  themselves  out 
of  the  doldrums,  while  promoting  and  creating  proper 
infrastructure  for  the  anticipated  demand. 

THE  RURAL  AREA  included  in  Action  Plan: 
Negev  falls  under  the  jurisdictions  of  the  regional 
councils  of  Eshkol,  Bnei  Shim’on,  Hevel  Eilot,  Lachish, 
Merhavim,  Azata,  Central  Arava,  Southern  Arava, 
Shaar  HaNegev,  Ramat  HaNegev  and  Tamar.  The 
rural  population  of  about  40,000  people  is  scattered  in 
some  100  settlements  — in  stark  contrast  to  the 
densely-populated  centre  of  the  country. 

ONE  OF  THE  principles  of  the  program  is  to  foster 
specialization  in  the  various  areas  of  the  Negev  and 
Arava  by  taking  advantage  of  the  many  differences  in 
population,  administration,  resources,  needs,  limita- 
tions and  potential.  This  seeks  to  maximize  the  rela- 
tive advantages  of  each  area,  in  order  to  promote  and 
consolidate  economic  developnient,  expand  settlement 
and  transform  the  Negev  and  Arava  into  regions  of 
ongoing  growth. 

THIS  GOAL  IS  to  be  achieved  by  utilizing  the 
regional  benefits  of  water,  energy,  soil  and  climate, 
such  as  they  are;  creating  strong  economic  structures 
based  on  advanced  technology  and  economies  of  scale, 
and  backed  up  by  steady  R&D;  identifying  economic 
anchors  and  attracting  supplementary  activity  to 
arrive  at  an  optimal  combination  of  agriculture, 
tourism  and  industry. 

BUT  FURTHER  DEVELOPMENT  of  the  Negev 
depends,  first  and  foremost,  on  additional  short  and 
long-term  water  sources.  To  this  end,  a number  of 
large  reservoirs  are  currently  under  construction  for 
capturing  and  storing  both  surface  runoff  and  flood 
waters,  as  well  as  recycled  sewage  water  from  popula- 
tion centres  in  the  heart  of  the  country. 

THE  PROGRAM  ALSO  calls  for  the  construction 
of  hothouse  parks  and  the  development  of  citrus 
orchards  to  replace  those  rapidly  disappearing  along 
the  coastal  plain  because  of  development  pressures. 

IN  THE  ARAVA,  huge  quantities  of  sand  are  being 
trucked  in  to  create  arable  topsoil. 

AT  A NUMBER  of  settlements,  another  idea  being 
implemented  is  intensive  fish  breeding.  And,  finally, 
olive  farming  for  the  production  of  olive  oil  has  begun 
on  industrial-scale  plantations  irrigated  by  brackish 
water.  Some  1800  dunams  of  olive  trees  already  have 
been  planted  in  the  Negev  Plateau.

RUTH  WEITZ 

Judaic  treasures 

I spent  four  hours  in  the  Fort  Lauderdale,  Florida  Museum 
of  Art  today,  viewing  the  Judaic  treasures  on  loan  from  Wash- 
ington, D.C. 

The  start  of  a collection  of  books  occurred  in  1912  when 
Jacob  Shiff,  a U.S.  philanthropist  donated  10,000  Hebrew  vol- 
umes fromJiis  private  collection  to  a museum  in  Washington, 
D.C.  Seventy-five  years  later,  there  were  125,000.  Today  the 
number  is  even  higher. 

Upon  entering  the  museum,  the  very  first  thing  my  eyes  lit 
on  were  six  piles  of  scorched  Hebrew  books  one  on  lop  of 
another  hanging  from  the  ceiling  by  black  wire.  They  hung  in  a 
large  circle  from  a huge  frame  of  2x4s.  The  books  were  burned 
brown  from  the  fires.  The  significance  of  six  was  for  the  six 
million  murdered  Jews.  I stood  there  for  a long  time,  almost 
frozen  on  the  spot,  staring  and  remembering.  It  felt  that  my 
heart  would  burst  from  the  emotion  I felt. 

To  recall  the  synagogues  and  shops  destroyed  on  Kristall- 
nacht,  1 stared  for  a long  while  at  four  or  five  high  panels  made 
up  of  hundreds  of  very  small  squares  of  glass  windows.  All  of 
them  broken.  Through  a haze  of  tears  1 remained  staring. 

In  1595,  420  Hebrew  books  were  deemed  objectionable  by 
the  "good"  church  people  and  the  books  were  revised  or  sections 
deleted.  Church-appointed  censors,  often  apostate  Jews,  carried 
out  the  expurgations  and  words  and  whole  passages  in  thousands 
of  Hebrew  volumes  were  inked  out.  1 peered  at  a heavily  cen- 
sured copy  of  the  1477  edition  of  the  psalms  and  commentary. 
Dark  lines  were  drawn  over  paragraphs  and  whole  pages  but 
when  I squinted  really  hard  I made  out  a few  words. 

In  the  room  was  the  story  and  picture  of  Christopher  Colum- 
bus who  left  Portugal  in  the  1400s  to  discover  new  worlds;  Abra- 
ham Ortti  prepared  his  astronomical  tables  which  today  sit  in  a 
glass  case.  Rabbi  Abraham  Zacuto  was  aboard  the  lead  ship  as 
Columbus’  astronomer.  Do  you  suppose  it  was  well  known  that 
the  doctor  Columbus  chose  to  take  care  of  his  crew  was  a Jew? 

I do  not  remember  being  taught  in  school  that  the  Civil  War 
General  Ulysses  S.  Grant  wrote  a letter  to  President  Lincoln  in 
which  he  told  the  president  to  “banish  Jews  from  certain  parts 
of  the  Union”.  1 silently  applauded  Lincoln  who  wrote  back, 
‘That’s  not  the  way  we  do  things  in  the  U.S.” 

A few  steps  further  on  I stopped  to  view  a worn  looking 
Mishna,.  the  same  book  that  U.S.  President  Thomas  Jefferson 
loved  to  read  and  study.  His  initials  and  notations  were  on 
almost  every  page,  proof  that  he  did  indeed  read  it. 

Also  on  display  was  the  first  Hebrew  grammar  written  by 
Judah  Monis.  The  grammar  was  used  by  Harvard  University  for 
"instruction  in  the  Primitive  tongue".  Instruction  was  taken  from 
the  book,  but  Jewish  teachers  were  banned  from  teaching  it.  In 
another  case  was  a copy  of  Freud’s  dissertation  in  Hebrew.  Did 
you  know  it  was  translated  into  Hebrew  by  Albert  Einstein? 

A further  walk  brought  me  to  more  recent  times.  On  one 
wall  were  the  words  of  the  original  draft  written  by  George 
Gershwin  to  salute  four  Russian  Jewish  violinists  who  made 
their  way  to  America.  It  was  called  Mischa,  Yascha,  Tosclia. 
Sascha.  The  four  men  were  Yascha  Heifetz,  Toscha  Seidel, 
Sascha  Jacobsen  and  Mischa  Elman.  It  went  like  this;  "We’re 
not  high-brows,  We’re  not  low-brows,  We’re  He-brows”. 

As  1 neared  the  exit,  the  last  thing  i saw  was  an  altar  piece 
about  9 feet  high  and  4 or  5 feet  wide,  made  up  of  nails,  epoxy 
and  concrete.  I half  expected  to  see  a depiction  of  a crucified 
Christ  in  the  centre.  Closer  inspection  revealed  that  the  central 
figure  was  a woman  whose  legs  were  hideously  broken.  Her 
legs  recall  the  images  of  a broken  column  which  is  common  in 
Jewish  funereal  iconography  - a life  cut  short.  The  female  fig- 
ure represented  Jewish  women  who  were  the  first  to  be  mur- 
dered because  "they  could  procreate".  This  installation  was 
made  as  a permanent  reminder  of  the  attempt  to  "purify  the 
Aryan  race".  However,  even  in  the  darkest  night,  Jews  believed 
in  the  light. 


Victor  Rabinowitz  examines 
his  long  legal  career

Unrepetant  Leftist: 

A Lawyer’s  Memoir 

By  Victor  Rabinowitz 

University  of  Illinois  Press 

346  pages.  $34.95 

It  is  one  of  the  curiosae  of  history 
that  Victor  Rabinowitz  should  choose 
this  period  of  post-communism  and  at 
age  86  to  publish  a personal  memoir 
in  which  he  celebrates  his  long  career 
as  a “progressive”  who  fought  mighty 
legal  battles  in  multiple  American 
and  foreign  jurisdictions  on  behalf  of 
his  leftist  clients. 

It  is  odd  because  despite  the  reve- 
lations of  a system  so  corrupt  and 
demonic,  a system  which,  according  to 
conservative  Russian  research  esti- 
mates, caused  the  death  of  more  than 
15  million  Soviet  citizens  in  Gulag 
Archipelago,  Rabinowitz  uses  this 
autobiographical  memoir  of  his.  twi- 
light period  to  defend,  among  other 
things,  the  Soviet  variant  of  commu- 
nism. 

One  can  gain  keen  insight  into  the 
kind  of  mind  that  justifies  such  inhu- 
man and  murderous  treatment  of 
individuals  by  paying  special  atten- 
tion to  Rabinowitz's  arguments  on 
pages  75-76  where  he  shows  how  it  is 
possible  for  an  intelligent  and  keen 
legal  intellect  to  ignore  brutal  facts  in 
the  interests  of  blind  ideological  con- 
formity. Rabinowitz  acknowledges 
that  the  Trotskyist  trials  of  the  1930s 
“gave  me  pause,  but  not  much".  At 
this  point  the  author  enunciates  the 
following  principle:  “One  does  not 
renounce  a cause  in  which  one 
believes  because  crimes  are  commit- 
ted in  its  name.” 

After  this  breathless  catechism, 
Rabinowitz  compares  his  acquies- 


cence to  the  horrors  of  communist 
class  warfare  to  the  silence  of 
Catholics  who  are  aware  of  the 
excesses  of  the  Inquisition  or  to  the 
loyalty  of  Americans  to  a nation  that 
“slaughtered  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  Native  Americans  to  steal  their 
land”.  Then,  in  as  callous  a statement 
that  one  can  find  in  any  book,  Rabi- 
nowitz writes:  “It  is  too  bad  that  the 
socialist  revolution  was  so  bloody,  but 
the  purges  in  the  Soviet  Union  in 
1934-38  happened,  and  we  cannot 
undo  them,  nor  let  them  stand  in  the 
way  of  progress.” 

Rabinowitz  does  not  seem  to  com- 
prehend a few  simple  facts.  First,  peo- 
ple do  renobnee  causes  because 
crimes  are  committed  in  their  names, 
that  is  to  say,  people  with  even 
angstrom-thin  levels  of  personal 
integrity.  Second,  conscientious 
Catholics  are  fierce  in  their  criticism 
of  their  Church’s  inglorious  record 
during  the  Inquisition.  Third,  morally 
sensitive  Americans  deplore  the  geno- 
cide visited  upon  Native  Americans 
and  support  compensation  claims. 
Ironically,  it  is  Rabinowitz  who  plays 
the  role  of  the  faithful  Inquisitor  and 
the  Indian  hunter  who  stows  away 
his  morality  in  defence  of  the  indefen- 
sible. 

There  is  a third  path  which  Rabi- 
nowitz could  have  followed:  he  could 
have  remained  faithful  to  his  utopian 
vision  of  a classless  non-exploiting 
society,  while  he  exposed  the 
wretchedness  of  Soviet  communism’s 
human  rights  agenda  and  its  brutal 
annihilation  of  Ukrainian  peasants, 
Yiddish  writers  and  millions  of  hap- 
less Soviet  citizens  who  were  sacri- 
ficed on  the  altar  of  Stalin’s  paranoia. 
But  such  a position,  in  Rabinowitz’s 
lexicon,  “would  have  been  standing  in 


the  way  of  progress”. 

Rabinowitz’s  myopia  in  excusing 
the  revolutionary  immorality  of  the 
Soviet  or  Cuban  kind  is  inexcusable 
but  it  does  not  cancel  out  many  of  the 
valid  points  which  he  makes  in  his 
excursus  on  the  American  labor,  civil 
rights  and  foreign  policy  issues  with 
which  he  was  involved  in  more  than 
six  decades  of  battling  for  union 
rights,  nationalization  principles, 
black  integration  and  fifth  amend- 
ment abuses.  During  his  long  legal 
career  Rabinowtiz  mastered  diverse 
areas  of  the  law  in  order  to  defend 
clients’  interests.  In  one  celebrated 
case  in  Georgia,  he  and  his  associates 
delved  into  the  structure  of  the  jury 
system  of  that  state  and  showed  that 
its  gerrymandering  tactics  virtually 
excluded  potential  black  jurors.  Rabi- 
nowitz was  vindicated  in  the  courts. 

Of  equal  interest  in  a section  on 
the  Truman  years,  Rabinowitz  natu- 
rally rejects  the  hagiographic 
approach  to  the  Truman  years  and 
faults  the  president  for  poisoning  the 
political  air  through  his  anti-commu- 
nism and  the  focus  on  building  a Pax 
Americana  through  which  the  United 
States  diverted  precious  resources  “to 
the  building  of  a powerful  war 
machine”.  The  worst  aspect  of  the 
Truman  years,  however,  was  the  con- 
sequent political  repression  and  the 
witch-hunting  associated  with  Sena- 
tor McCarthy.  This  was  the  infamous 
period  that  writer  Lillian  Heilman 
described  as  “scoundrel  time”.  Rabi- 
nowitz does  a good  job  in  this  memoir 
in  identifying  many  of  the  scoundrels 
that  inhabited  the  House  Un-Ameri- 
can Activities  Committee  and  shows 
how  a prevailing  political  climate

Victor  Rabinowitz  examines  career

made  it  possible  for  Americans  to  be  victimized  and  prose- 
cuted, contrary  to  the  constitution  of  the  United  States, 
not  for  their  activities  but  for  their  beliefs. 

Another  instructive  part  of  the  Rabinowitz  brief  pivots 
around  the  Rosenbergs,  the  atomic  spies  convicted  of  con- 
spiracy and  executed  in  1953.  The  author  reveals  that 
Julius  Rosenberg  contacted  him  in  June  of  1950  after  he 
had  been  questioned  at  FBI  headquarters.  He  informed 
Rosenberg,  after  a consultation  with  him,  that  because  of 
what  appeared  to  be  a forthcoming  espionage  charge 
against  him  (Rosenberg),  Rabinowitz’s  firm  could  not  rep- 
resent him  because  it  was  already  representing  Judith 
Coplon  who  had  been  charged  with  espionage  in  New  York 
and  Washington.  Not  unexpectedly,  Rabinowitz  compares 
the  Rosenberg  affair  to  the  trial  of  Sacco  and  Vanzetti  and 
the  Alger  Hiss  case.  He  does  not,  of  course,  say  anything 
about  the  mountain  of  evidence  which  the  prosecution 
advanced  to  prove  the  Rosenbergs’  role  in  transmitting 
atomic  secrets  to  the  Soviets.  (This  reviewer  has  no  doubt 
that  the  Rosenbergs  did  indeed  communicate  atomic 
secrets  to  the  Soviets,  but  the  death  sentence  meted  out  to 
them  was,  in  view  of  the  sentencing  of  Klaus  Fuchs  for 
similar  breaches  of  security  - 12  years  - a grotesque  mis- 
carriage of  justice.) 

What  Rabinowitz  does  say  about  the  Rosenberg  trial  is 
fascinating.  First,  it  is  true  that  the  American  communists 
did  not  initially  appreciate  the  gravity  of  the  case  against 
the  Rosenbergs  nor  did  they  ever  foresee  the  “dreadful 
result”.  Second,  contrary  to  the  received  wisdom,  the 
Rosenbergs,  he  says,  were  not  denied  competent  counsel. 
There  just  were  not  many  lawyers  around  who  were  avail- 


able to  defend  them.  Those  who  were  capable  were  busy 
“defending  Smith  Act  cases  pending  in  the  Supreme  Court; 
others  were  representing  trade  unions  that  were  them- 
selves under  serious  attack  as  being  communist  con- 
trolled. Still  others  were  busily  representing  other  victims 
of  the  cold  war”.  As  for  what  Rabinowitz  calls  “establish- 
ment lawyers”  - there  were  no  funds  available  for  them. 
Rabinowitz  does  allow  that  “the  case  was  not  well  tried" 
but  probably  would  have  made  no  difference  if  it  had  been. 
This  is  an  absolutely  astonishing  conclusion  especially  in 
view  of  the  opinions  of  those  people  who  have  studied  the 
Rosenberg  case  and  who  fault  the  Rosenbergs'  defence 
lawyer  for  an  inept  performance. 

In  reading  Rabinowitz’s  curiously  riveting  autobiogra- 
phy and  its  emphases  on  the  many  legal  triumphs  the 
author  wrung  out  of  the  American  judiciary  on  many  lev- 
els, this  reviewer  was  struck  by  one  jarring  illumination. 
Despite  the  fact  that  American  capitalist  society  is  depict- 
ed often  in  this  book  as  the  devil’s  own  experiment  station 
on  earth,  this  very  same 
society  accorded  Victor 
Rabinowitz  vindication  and 
victory,  not  the  least  of 
which  is  the  publication  of 
this  memoir  by  a prestige 
university  press.

B’nai  Brith  audit  shows  decline  in  anti-Semitic  incidents  in  1996 
while  anti-Semitism  and  hate  grow  on  the  Internet 


There  were  244  reported  incidents  of  anti-Semitic 
harassment  and  vandalism  in  Canada  in  1996,  according 
to  the  1996  Audit  of  Anti-Semitic  Incidents,  released 
March  7 by  the  League  for  Human  Rights  of  B’nai  Brith 
Canada.  This  represents  a decrease  of  26.3%  from  the 
331  incidents  in  1995  which  was  the  highest  number 
reported  in  15  years  since  documentation  began  in  1982. 

There  were  81  incidents  of  anti-Semitic  vandalism,  up 
only  1.25%  from  the  80  reported  incidents  last  year, 
which  had  been  13%  lower  than  the  year  before.  Anti- 
Semitic  harassment  dropped  to  163  reported  incidents  in 
1996  from  251  in  1995,  a decrease  of  35%. 

“Harassment  includes  the  distribution  of  hate  propa- 
ganda; however,  it  must  be  noted  that  the  incidents  of 
anti-Semitism  that  are  spread  over  the  Internet  have  not 
been  included,  although  the  amount  of  hate  spread  via 
computers  has  mushroomed,"  said  Rochelle  Wilner, 
national  chair  of  the  League  for  Human  Rights.

“We  attribute  the  decrease  in  overall  incidents  to  sev- 
eral factors,”  stated  Wilner.  “First,  several  key  leaders 
have  either  been  in  jail  this  past  year  or  very  busy  with 
the  law,  and  no  dynamic  individual  has  emerged  either 
with  the  skills  or  a focused  agenda  to  unify  the  various 
groups  within  the  hate  movement. 

"Secondly,  with  the  crackdown  by  various  police  hate 
crimes  units  and  after  the  ‘Grant  Bristow  affair'  and 
increased  suspicion  about  infiltration  by  ‘moles',  there  is 
a reluctance  to  create  an  organization  with  an  identifi- 
able leader,  so  the  strategy  of  “leaderless  resistance”  has 
been  adopted,  also  modelled  after  militia-type  groups  in 
the  States. 

“And  finally,  our  proactive  anti-hate  education  pro- 
grams in  schools  and  school  boards  across  the  country 
appear  to  have  begun  to  have  their  desired  effect,  with 
many  students  becoming  more  confident  in  reporting 
incidents,  in  working  co-operatively  with  police,  and 
learning  lawful,  non-violent  strategies  to  counter  the 
effects  of  racists  and  hate  mongers,”  reported  Wilner. 

“Although  every  region  in  Canada  reported  at  least 
some  serious  incidents  last  year,  the  patterns  of  anti- 
Semitic  activity  have  differed  in  different  regions  of  the 
country,”  said  Lyle  Smordin,  national  president  of  B’nai 
Brith  Canada. 

“The  climate  was  very  tense  for  minority  communities 
in  post-referendum  Quebec,  and  the  Jewish  community 
unwittingly  found  itself  in  the  news  on  a regular  basis,  as 
one  unfortunate  incident  after  another  made  headlines. 
However,  this  did  not  result  in  an  increase  in  reported 
overt  anti-Semitic  incidents,”  added  Smordin. 

Ottawa  figures  declined  with  27  reported  cases  in 
1996,  down  from  37  in  1995. 

Causes  of  concern  for  the  Jewish  community  in  1996 
and  highlighted  in  the  year’s  audit  included:  the  rise  in 
Polish  skinhead  activity  in  Toronto;  anti-Semitism  on 
many  university  and  college  campuses;  hate  on  the  Inter- 
net; anti-Semitism  in  the  ethnic  media;  and  Quebec 
nationalism  and  the  Jewish  community. 

The  1996  Audit  highlights  two  significant  Supreme 


Court  decisions  that  occurred  during  the  past  year, 
involving  Holocaust-deniers  Malcolm  Ross  and  James 
Keegstra. 

“The  unanimous  decisions  in  both  cases  by  Canada’s 
highest  court  have  sent  a very  strong  message  that  hate 
will  not  be  tolerated  in  Canada,"  commented  Frank 
Dimant,  executive  vice-president  of  B’nai  Brith  Canada. 
“But  the  continued  dissemination  of  hate  propaganda  by 
Ernst  Zundel  continues  to  be  an  international  embar- 
rassment for  Canada.” 

“Perhaps  the  most  serious  and  growing  problem 
nationally  and  internationally  is  the  growth  of  hate  on 
the  Internet,”  explained  Dimant. 

The  League  alerted  the  public  to  the  beginnings  of  the 
use  of  computers  by  hate  groups  over  the  last  few  years, 
and  last  year’s  audit  described  an  exponential  growth  in 
“Cyberhate".  But  in  1996,  under  the  rubric  of  webmaster 
Marc  Lemire’s  so-called  “Freedom  Site”,  Canada’s  far 
right  has  become  far  more  organized  and  sophisticated. 
Such  well  known  names  in  the  hate  movement  as  Ernst 
Zundel,  Paul  Fromm  and  Doug  Christie  have  established 
sites  on  the  World  Wide  Web  that  are  updated  regularly 
to  disseminate  their  propaganda,  raise  funds,  provide 
instructions  and  recruit  new  foot  soldiers  for  their  cause. 

Smordin  announced  several  pro-active  initiatives  to 
counter  hate  on  the  Internet,  and  the  world  wide  spread 
of  right  wing  extremism.  B’nai  Brith  Canada  will  host  an 
international  symposium  on  hate  on  the  Internet  in  Sep- 
tember 1997,  and  has  just  been  instrumental  in  publish- 
ing a new  book  entitled  The  Extreme  Right:  Freedom  and 
Security  at  Risk,  edited  by  Professors  Aurel  Braun  and 
Stephen  Scheinberg,  both  vice-presidents  of  B’nai  Brith 
Canada.

‘Instead  of  enemies,  we  have  dangers’

Modem  American  politicians  don’t 
know  what  rough  is. 

Think  the  reprimand  was  rough  on 
Newt  Gingrich?  Think  Whitewater 
and  Bill  Clinton’s  other  scandals  will 
scar  his  soul? 

Shimon  Peres,  the  former  Israeli 
prime  minister,  knows  what  rough  is. 
Mr.  Peres,  who  was  at  the  Kravis  Cen- 
ter in  West  Palm  Beach  speaking  at  a 
benefit  for  the  Boys  & Girls  Clubs  of 
Palm  Beach  County,  said  the  year 
after  Yitzhak  Rabin  was  assassinated 
was  “a  terrible,  awful,  mountainous 
landscape  full  of  sadness". 

After  Prime  Minister  Rabin’s  mur- 
der “practically  before  my  eyes”,  Mr. 
Peres  had  to  deal  with  suicide  bomb- 
ings, a mini-war  on  the  Lebanese  bor- 
der and  taunts  of  “traitor”  from  his 
own  people.  Those  events,  which 
began  in  December  1995  with  Mr. 
Rabin’s  death,  were  followed  in  May 
1996  with  Mr.  Peres’  defeat  at  the 
polls.  Then,  for  months,  he  watched 
his  successor,  Benjamin  Netanyahu, 
try  to  undo  the  peace  agreements  for 
which  Mr.  Rabin  and  Mr.  Peres  won 
the  Nobel  Peace  Prize. 

But  Mr.  Peres’  spirit  - and  his 
humor  - have  not  soured.  His  speech 
was  full  of  good  stories  and  epigrams. 
His  theme:  The  world  has  changed  and 
is  changing  in  ways  that  experts  don’t 
understand.  It’s  dangerous  to  rely  on 


old  formulas  and  old  ways  of 
thinking. 

“The  Soviet  Union  col- 
lapsed in  a single  day,”  he 
said  to  illustrate  the  point. 

“I  had  in  my  own  library  a 
whole  section  by  the  most 
brilliant  Soviet  analysers.  I 
threw  away  all  those  books. 

They  were  so  brilliant  they 
didn’t  know  what  was  hap- 
pening." 

Some  more  of  Mr.  Peres’ 
observations: 

• “Television  makes  dictatorship 
impossible  . . . and  democracy  almost 
unbearable.” 

• “Instead  of  enemies,  we  have 
dangers.  An  enemy  has  a place.  A dan- 
ger is  like  a cloud.”  Mr.  Peres  said  rad- 
ical fundamentalism,  led  by  Iran,  is 
the  most  serious  danger  today.  He 
fears  what  will  happen  if  Iran  gets 
nuclear  weapons.  Mr.  Peres  said  Israel 
has  to  make  peace  with  Arab  states  to 
be  able  to  confront  the  new  dangers. 

• The  standard  definition  of  foreign 
aid  is  “taking  money  from  poor  people 
in  rich  countries  and  giving  it  to  rich 
people  in  poor  countries”. 

• “I  must  say,  as  a Jewish  man,  it 
was  unnatural  and  against  our  old  tra- 
ditions to  rule  the  fate  and  lives  of 
other  people  ...  It  is  difficult  to  run 
the  Jewish  life.  Why  should  we  try  to 
run  the  life  of  other  people?” 


• “Many  people  think  if 
you  sing  a song  of  peace, 
you  have  peace.  What  you 
have  is  a concert.” 

• “lb  make  peace,  you 
have  to  have  a partner.  It 
is  more  important  to  have 
a partner  than  a plan  . . . 
The  raw  material  of  part- 
ners are  enemies.” 

• “The  cost  of  war  is 
human  life.  The  cost  of 
peace  is  national  conces- 
sions. And  once  you  start  to  make 
them,  your  people  start  to  criticize 
you.  ‘What  the  hell  are  you  doing?’ " 

• “Everybody  is  for  peace.  Not 
everybody  is  for  paying  the  cost  of 
peace.” 

• “What  makes  me  really  happy  is 
that  peace  is  stronger  than  politics." 

Mr.  Peres  also  told  what  it  was  like 
to  stand  on  the  White  House  lawn  and 
watch  the  historic  handshake 
between  Mr.  Rabin  and  Yasser  Arafat. 
“It  wasn’t  very  pleasant  (for  Mr. 
Rabin),  I could  see  it  in  his  body  lan- 
guage. And  once  he  did  it,  he  turned 
to  me  and  whispered,  ‘Now,  it’s  your 
turn.’  ” 

Mr.  Peres  says  he  will  continue  to 
work  for  peace.  And,  given  his  grace 
and  insight,  he  will  continue  to  set  a 
standard  for  world  leaders.

The  Golan  Heights 

How  different  things  might  have  been

The  status  of  the  Golan  Heights  is 
again  in  the  news  and,  from  all  indi- 
cations, will  continue  to  be  for  a long 
time.  A quick  glimpse  at  the  recent 
history  of  the  area  reveals  how  differ- 
ent things  might  have  been. 

With  the  defeat  of  Germany  and 
Turkey  in  the  First  World  War,  the 
Allies  decided  to  dismember  the 
expanded  Turkish  empire.  Britain  and 
France  were  the  chief  powers  compet- 
ing to  establish  their  spheres  of  influ- 
ence there  following  a secret  agree- 
ment (Sykes-Picot)  in  1916,  dividing 
the  area  between  them.  The  haggling 
over  the  precise  lines  of  demarcation 
lasted  for  almost  five  years. 

Of  special  interest  to  us  is  the 
drawing  of  the  boundary  between 
Palestine  (British)  and  Syria  (French). 
The  various  committees  and  confer- 
ences (and  there  were  many)  drew 
lines  on  paper  maps,  without  reference 
to  topography,  geography  and  natural 
resources.  Under  the  terms  of  the  Bal- 
four Declaration,  the  British  were 
bound  to  support  the  establishment  of 
a National  Home  for  the  Jewish  people 
of  Palestine,  and  the  Zionists  wanted 
to  make  sure  that  the  northern  bound- 
ary would  take  geo-political  factors 
into  consideration. 

Experts  had  already  pointed  out 
that  Palestine  drew  its  water  from 


sources  in  the  north.  The  western  and 
southern  slopes  of  the  Hermon  and 
the  Litany  Valley  were  integral  ele- 
ments of  the  national  economy  of 
Palestine,  they  declared,  and  should 
not  be  severed.  Other  economic  fac- 
tors also  dictated  that  there  should  be 
no  artificial  carving  up  of  natural  geo- 
graphic, units.  As  noted,  however,  the 
mapmakers  worked  only  with  paper. 
Justice  Louis  D.  Brandeis  called  this 
problem  to  the  attention  of  U.S.  Pres- 
ident Woodrow  Wilson.  The  latter, 
noting  that  dismemberment  of  a nat- 
ural geographic  unit  would  under- 
mine pledges  made  for  establishment 
of  a viable  Jewish  homeland,  instruct- 
ed the  American  representatives  at 
the  negotiations  to  act  accordingly. 

Were  the  British  simply  outwitted 
by  the  wily  French  or  was  there 
malevolence  in  their  attitude? 
Though  they  accepted  a mandate  over 
Palestine  in  which  they  pledged 
responsibility  “for  placing  the  country 
under  such  political,  administrative 
and  economic  conditions  as  will 
secure  the  establishment  of  the  Jew- 
ish National  Home”,  they  were  unable 
or  unwilling  to  prevent  the  drawing  of 
lines  which  handicapped  implementa- 
tion of  their  obligations. 

Wilson  became  indignant.  Though 
he  was  already  ailing,  he  cabled  a 
very  clear  protest  to  the  British  cabi- 


net: “The  Zionist  cause  depends  upon 
rational  northern  and  eastern  bound- 
aries for  a self-sustaining,  economic 
development  of  the  country.  This 
means,  on  the  north,  Palestine  must 
include  the  Litany  River  and  the 
watersheds  of  the  Hermon,  and  on  the 
east  it  must  include  the  plains  of  the 
Jaulon  and  the  Hauran  (as  the  area 
was  then  known).  Narrower  than  this 
is  a mutilation”. 

Unfortunately,  the  anti-Zionist 
influences  in  his  own  State  Depart- 
ment saw  to  it  that  the  American 
protest  was  muted.  On  December  16, 
1920,  the  British  and  the  French  fin- 
ished their  deals  and  the  lines  were 
drawn.  Palestine  was  artificially  cut 
off  politically  from  its  major  water 
sources.  Security  factors  were  not  a 
consideration  at  the  time,  though  per- 
haps they  should  have  been  foreseen. 

Historians  differ  as  to  whether  the 
British  were  outsmarted  by  the 
French,  or  whether  London  agreed  in 
a deliberate  attempt  to  throttle  the 
Jewish  homeland.  What  we  call  the 
Golan  became  part  of  French-man- 
dated Syria,  and  the  Litany  Valley 
became  part  of  what  is  today  south- 
ern Lebanon. 

How  different  things  might  have 
been  today,  but  for  the  strokes  of  a 
pen  on  a sheet  of  paper  almost  77 
years  ago.

Arafat’s  misrepresentations 


Appearing  on  “Larry  King  Live”  and  at 
the  National  Press  Club  during  his  March 
3-4  Washington  visit,  PLO  Chairman  Yasir 
Arafat  misrepresented  many  facts  regard- 
ing Har  Homa  and  other  important  issues. 

Arafat  claimed  the  Oslo  accords  stipulate 
that  “not  one  house  (may)  be  added  in  any 
settlement”,  and  therefore  the  Har  Homa 
project  in  Jerusalem  is  illegal.  In  fact,  the 
agreements  do  not  restrict  the  construction 
of  settlements,  neighborhoods,  houses, 
roads,  etc.  Furthermore,  Jerusalem  neigh- 
borhoods were  not  described  as  settlements, 
and  the  parties  agreed  that  the  Palestinian 
Authority  (PA)  has  no  power  or  responsibil- 
ity in  Jerusalem. 

Nor  does  Arafat’s  claim 
that  Har  Homa  will  “sepa- 
rate between  Jerusalem  and 
Bethlehem”  have  any  validi- 
ty. Even  after  the  project  is 
completed,  there  will  remain 
considerable  areas  of  territo- 
rial continuity  between  the 
Arab  neighborhoods  of  east- 
ern Jerusalem  and  the 
Palestinian  areas  of  the 
West  Bank.  In  any  event,  the 
main  road  from  Bethlehem 
into  Jerusalem  does  not  pass 
through  Har  Homa. 

Arafat’s  statement  that 
“there  are  fanatic  groups 
that  are  making  this  pres- 
sure on  (Netanyahu)  to 
accept”  Har  Homa  is  ground- 


less. Far  from  a project  of  “fanatics”,  Har 
Homa  is  a consensus  issue  in  Israel:  Most 
Israelis  agree  that  Jerusalem  must  remain 
Israel’s  unified  capital  and  understand  that 
the  project  is  entirely  consistent  with  Oslo. 
Among  Labor  leaders  who  have  recently 
expressed  support  for  Har  Homa  are  former 
Foreign  Minister  Ehud  Barak  and  former 
Housing  Minister  Benjamin  Ben-Eliezer.  So 
have  Jerusalem’s  dovish  former  mayor 
T?ddy  Kollek  and  President  Ezer  Weizman. 

Arafat  said:  "Rome  is  the  capital  of  two 
states  . . . Why  not  have  the  same  in  the

The  Letter 

National  Gallery  of  Canada 

Patrons  of  art  add  an  interesting  dimension  to  the 
study  of  art  history.  I would  like  to  turn  my  attention  to 
Allan  and  Sondra  Gotlieb  who  made  a recent  donation  of 
Tissot  prints  to  the  Art  Gallery  of  Ontario.  Allan  Gotlieb 
first  became  interested  in  the  French  19th  century  artist 
Tissot  in  the  late  1960s  when  he  began  to  haunt  print 
shops  in  Paris  and  London.  His  interest  quickly  turned  to 
an  obsession  at  a time  when  the  artist’s  name  was  all  but 
forgotten.  Over  a 35-year  period  Gotlieb  assembled  the 
most  comprehensive  collection  outside  the  Bibliotheque 
Nationale  in  Paris. 

These  works  are  well  known  internationally.  While 
Gotlieb  was  Canadian  ambassador  in  Washington  from 
1981  to  1989,  about  50  works  were  hung  in  the  embassy’s 
oval  dining  room,  where  they  were  seen  by  dignitaries 
from  all  over  the  world.  The  collection  travelled  across 
Canada,  and  to  the  United  States,  Britain,  Ireland  and 
Holland.  The  AGO  was  fortunate  to  have  been  selected  as 
the  recipient  of  this  superb  collection. 

I was  fortunate  to  participate  in  a Tissot  seminar 
which  ran  in  conjunction  with  the  AGO’s  new  acquisition. 

I heard  speakers  decode  the  artist’s  symbolic  composi- 
tions to  expose  19th  century  values.  Tissot’s  themes  of 
class  distinctions,  love  triangles,  male  dominance  and 
female  inferiority  were  discussed  in  minute  detail.  Schol- 
ars explored  19th  century  social  issues  such  as  suburbia 
blurring  the  distinction  between  the  city  and  the  country. 


the  loss  of  valuable  countryside,  and  shady  land  deals.  All 
hypotheses  were  derived  from  Tissot’s  narratives. 

For  a moment,  allow  me  to  apply  their  academic  inter- 
pretation to  the  painting  called  The  Letter  (see  photo).  We 
are  obliged  to  compare  our  scrutiny  of  the  woman  with  the 
gardener’s  sidelong  regard.  In  a 19th  century  context  in 
which  the  picture  was  primarily  addressed  to  a bourgeois 
audience,  we  have  a class  displacement  that  heightens  the 
sense  of  guilt  and  scandal.  Can  the  viewer  be  admitting  to 
a low  curiosity  or  desire  in  relation  to  this  woman?  Schol- 
ars would  eagerly  respond  in  the  affirmative. 

I,  however,  must  ask  if  we  have  travelled  too  far  with 
our  20th  century  critical  analysis.  I agree  that  it  is  tempt- 
ing for  us  to  decipher  the  signs  and  symbols  of  another 
century.  Certainly  it  is  useful  to  be  reminded  of  women’s 
physical  movements  being  restricted  by  their  corsets  and 
huge  hoops.  Admittedly,  there  were  rigid  class  distinc- 
tions in  Victorian  England.  Nevertheless,  I must  ask, 
how  much  intellectual  flexing  do  we  need  for  an  appreci- 
ation of  a work  of  art? 

I invite  you  to  go  to  the  National  Gallery  of  Canada 
and  indulge  in  the  pure  sensuous  beauty  of  Tissot’s  paint- 
ing, The  Letter.  There  you  will  find  a young  woman  mag- 
nificently dressed  in  mourning;  a widow  or  an  heiress 
shreds  a lover’s  letter,  we  presume,  in  the  solitude  of  the 
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garden.  Surely  Tissot’s  greatness  lies  as  much  in  the  aes- 
thetic quality  of  his  art  as  in  the  more  subtle  psychologi- 
cal Victorian  interpretations. 

Thanks  to  patrons  like  the  Gotliebs,  you  and  I can  enjoy 
Tissot  paintings  for  their  beauty,  their  intrigue  and  their 
thought-provoking  social,  political  and  economic  context.

Holy  City?  . . . Brussels  is 
working  as  two  capitals." 
But  the  two  cases  are  entire- 
ly irrelevant  to  Jerusalem. 
Rome  is  the  capital  of  only 
one  state  - Italy;  the  small 
Vatican  enclave  is  the  spiri- 
tual and  political  centre  of 
the  Catholic  church.  Brus- 
sels is  the  capital  of  Belgium 
only;  the  European  Union’s 
headquarters  there  are  no 
more  than  that  - headquar- 
ters. The  Vatican  and  Euro- 
pean Union’s  extraterritori- 
al status  is  no  more  mean- 
ingful than  the  extraterrito- 
rial status  enjoyed  by  all  for- 
eign embassies. 

Nowhere  in  the  world  is 
there  a capital  that  is 
shared  by  two  sovereign 
states.  Having  two  capitals 
in  one  city  is  simply  not  fea- 
sible. In  the  case  of 
Jerusalem,  it  would 
inevitably  lead  to  its  redivi- 
sion and  building  of  a wall. 
The  PLO’s  demand  for  two 
capitals  cannot  be  accepted 
in  a united  Jerusalem  - you 
cannot  have  more  than  one 
capital  in  one  city.

Observations  on  the  mood  in  Quebec 

Looking  deeper  into  the  recent  FEDERATION  CJA  survey

For  decades,  Quebecers  have  been  inun- 
dated with  questionnaires  and/or  surveys 
attempting  to  gauge  opinion  on  political 
matters  and  most  notably  on  constitutional 
issues.  Not  a month  goes  by  without  the  lat- 
est figures  being  released  on  how  many 
Quebecers  are  either  for  or  against  federal- 
ism or  sovereignty. 

In  the  aftermath  of  the  narrow  referen- 
dum results  of  October  30,  1995,  even  a 
slight  increase  or  decrease  in  support  of 
federalism  seems  to  affect  the  ever-volatile 
mood  of  Quebecers.  Th  satisfy  their  respec- 
tive supporters,  both  federalist  and  sepa- 
ratist spin  doctors  make  every  effort  to  put 
their  desired  interpretation  on  the  results 
of  surveys  on  the  constitutional  future.  But 
the  anxiety  over  the  political  situation  is 
constant  for  many  Quebecers. 

Many  Quebec  analysts  stress  the  differ- 
ences in  opinion  on  the  constitutional 
future  between  Quebec’s  “divided”  fran- 
cophone population  and  the  presumably 
monolithic  non-francophone  communities. 

At  times,  this  approach  has  led  to 
sweeping  generalizations  about  the  atti- 
tudes of  the  province’s  ethnic  and  linguistic 
minorities.  Caution  certainly  needs  to  be 
exercised  when  assessing  the  opinions  of 
sub-groups,  in  this  case  minority  communi- 
ties within  the  Quebec  population. 

In  this  regard,  certain  conclusions 
drawn  from  a recently  released  survey  of 
Montreal’s  Jewish  community  conducted 
by  FEDERATION  CJA  illustrate  the  need 
to  situate  some  of  the  observations  about 
the  community  within  a broader  context. 

Over  a year  after  the  Quebec  referen- 
dum, both  The  Canadian  Jewish  News 
(December  12,  1996)  and  the  Montreal 
Gazette  highlighted  the  “record  levels”  of 
pessimism  about  life  in  Quebec  reported  by 
the  Montreal  Jewish  community  respon- 
dents in  a survey  which  dealt  with  a broad 
range  of  issues.  Almost  two-thirds  of 
respondents  said  they  were 
“pessimistic”  and  about  ™ 

one-quarter  were  “very  pes- 
simistic" about  life  in  Que- 
bec. 

Nearly  80%  viewed  nega- 
tively the  long-term  politi- 


cal and  economic  outlook  for  the  province 
and  some  65%  regarded  the  social  outlook 
(whatever  that  means)  as  unfavorable. 

Without  diminishing  the  significance  of 
these  findings,  it  is  useful  to  place  them  in 
a temporal  context  and  to  contrast  them 
with  the  opinions  of  non-Jewish  Quebe- 
cers. The  CJN  did  indeed  make  reference 
to  the  1991  FEDERATION  CJA  survey, 
noting  that  half  the  respondents  were  pes- 
simistic about  the  economy  and  over  two- 
thirds  about  the  political  situation.  The 
increase  over  the  five  ensuing  years  is  not 
surprising  in  the  aftermath  of  the  1995  ref- 
erendum results  and  the  deterioration  of 
economic  conditions  in  the  province. 

But  in  surveys  of  public  opinion  among 
the  broader  Quebec  population,  francopho- 
ne and  non-francophone,  a significant  num- 
ber of  persons  also  continually  expresses 
pessimism  about  the  future  political  and 
economic  prospects  for  the  province.  In 
short,  such  pessimism  is  by  no  means  con- 
fined to  the  Montreal  Jewish  community. 

Where  there  appears  to  be  an  important 
divergence  with  the  attitudes  of  Quebec’s 
French  Catholic  population  in  particular,  is 
in  the  stated  intention  of  non-francophones 
who  say  they  intend  to  leave  the  province  at 
some  point  in  time  and  particularly  if  Que- 
bec were  to  separate.  In  the  federation  sur- 
vey of  Montreal  Jews,  slightly  over  one- 
quarter  suggested  they  would  leave  Quebec 
over  the  next  five  years  and  another  23% 
stated  they  were  unsure.  It  should  be  noted 
that  these  numbers  are  not  much  higher 
than  those  which  appeared  in  the  1991  sur- 
vey when  the  same  question  was  asked. 

While  the  results  are  an  important  indi- 
cation of  the  mood  of  the  Montreal  Jewish 
community  and  certainly  reflect  a serious 
problem,  the  number  of  persons  who  actual- 
ly leave  is  far  smaller  than  those  who  say 
they  will.  This  will  likely  be  borne  out  with 
regard  to  the  1991  Jewish  community 
respondents  when  the  results  of  the  1996

census  are  released  later  this  year. 

Whether  they  expressed  the  intention  to 
leave  or  not,  all  respondents  were  asked  to 
identify  the  reasons  which  would  contribute 
to  a departure  from  Quebec.  As  reported  in 
The  CJN  on  December  12,  1996,  about  80% 
identified  the  political  situation,  54%  the 
economy  and  about  one-third  the  language 
situation  as  “very  important”  considera- 
tions. As  an  aside,  only  10%  of  Sephardim 
identified  language  as  a factor. 

As  the  questions  were  asked  in  so"open- 
ended”  a fashion,  it  is  likely  that  many  Que- 
becers as  well  would  probably  have  enumer- 
ated the  political  and  economic  considera- 
tions to  an  equally  significant  degree  in 
identifying  reasons  for  people  to  leave.  On 
the  basis  of  this  survey  then,  it  may  be  mis- 
leading to  attribute  a greater  weight  to  one 

factor  than  another.  Indeed,  

it  is  clear  that  most  of  those 
who  cited  economic  consid- 
erations also  agreed  that 
political  factors  influenced 
people’s  decision  to  leave.  It 
should  be  noted  that  in  var- 
ious public  opinion  polls, 
many  Quebec  politicians 
have  tried  to  distinguish 
economic  from  political 
instability  as  the  reason  for 
possibly  leaving.  Such  a dis- 
tinction is,  at  the  very  least, 
problematic. 

The  leadership  of  the 
Montreal  Jewish  communi- 
ty, through  FEDERATION 
CJA  and  Canadian  Jewish 
Congress,  Quebec  region, 
has  a responsibility  to  con- 


vey as  accurately  as  possible  the  mood  of 
the  community  both  to  Jews  and  to  non- 
Jews  in  Quebec  and  in  the  rest  of  Canada. 
This  is  especially  important  with  respect  to 
the  issue  of  perceived  anti-Semitism  in 
Quebec  as  measured  in  the  FEDERATION 
CJA  survey. 

In  this  regard,  it  should  be  noted  that 
The  CJN  erroneously  reported  that  over 
three-quarters  of  respondents  believed 
that  there  was  “significant”  anti-Semitism 
in  Quebec  (December  12,  1996).  Upon  clos- 
er reading,  the  1996  FEDERATION  CJA 
survey  cannot  support  such  an  interpreta- 
tion. In  fact,  the  survey  indicates  that 
while  14.8%  of  Montreal  Jews  claim  that 
there  is  a great  deal  of  anti-Semitism,

another  61%  stated  that  there  is 
“some”  and  not  “significant”  anti- 
Semitism  in  the  province.  It  is  impru- 
dent to  equate  “some”  with  “signifi- 
cant" as  is  done  in  The  CJN  article. 
Indeed,  one  could  argue  it  may  be 
more  appropriate  to  add  the  24%  of 
respondents  who  said  there  was  little 
anti-Semitism  to  the  61%  who  said 
there  was  some  anti-Semitism. 

For  a more  complete  idea  on  the 
current  state  of  opinion  among  Mon- 
treal Jews  on  anti-Semitism  in  Que- 
bec, it  is  useful  to  examine  the  other 
questions  included  in  the  survey. 
These  include  the  finding  that  a slight 
majority  of  Montreal  Jews  does  not 
believe  that  there  is  more  anti-Semi- 
tism here  than  in  the  rest  of  Canada; 
that  the  prevalent  feeling  is  that  anti- 
Semitism  has  not  increased  in  Quebec 
in  recent  years.  Rather,  a greater 
number  of  respondents  believe  that 
the  level  of  anti-Semitism  has  stayed 
the  same. 

Whereas  in  1991  some  61%  of  the 
sample  believed  that  anti-Semitism 
had  increased  in  recent  years,  in  1996 
some  35%  felt  it  had  increased.  In 
1996,  nearly  50%  felt  that  anti-Semi- 
tism had  either  stayed  the  same  (39%) 
or  decreased  (8.5%).  These  findings  do 
not  imply  that  people  should  be  satis- 
fied with  the  status  quo  regarding 
anti-Semitism  either  in  Quebec  or 


elsewhere  in  Canada.  Clearly,  the 
actual  degree  of  anti-Semitism 
throughout  the  country  remains  far 
too  high.  Moreover,  in  Quebec  during 
the  year  1996,  there  have  been  some 
pernicious  incidents  of  anti-Semitism 
from  both  marginal  and  mainstream 
figures.  But  it  would  be  inappropriate 
to  make  sweeping  generalizations 
about  rampant  anti-Semitism  in  Que- 
bec, a view  which  the 
Montreal  Jews  surveyed 
by  FEDERATION  CJA  do 
not  appear  to  support. 

On  the  basis  of  this 
survey,  one  should  be 
extremely  cautious  about 
drawing  any  links 
between  the  issues  of 
political  and  economic 
uncertainty  and  the 
degree  of  anti-Semitism. 

While  some  analysts  have  pointed  to 
the  historical  relationship  under  such 
circumstances,  the  federation  survey 
simply  does  not  provide  a strong  foun- 
dation upon  which  to  make  such  links. 

Generally,  the  findings  of  this  sur- 
vey on  such  issues  as  political  and  eco- 
nomic instability  are  in  line  with  the 
polling  of  the  broader  population, 
notably  those  who  voted  for  federalism 
in  the  last  referendum.  The  survey 
reinforces  the  overwhelming  support 
among  Montreal  Jews  for  federalism. 
On  the  issue  of  expressed  “intention”

to  leave,  there  are  also  similarities  in 
polls  conducted  among  non-francopho- 
nes (although  there  are  many  fran- 
cophones within  the  Jewish  communi- 
ty) that  indicate  large  numbers  of 
other,  non-Jewish  persons  who  might 
also  consider  leaving. 

Just  as  in  1991,  the  more  recent 
findings  point  to  continued  serious 
challenges,  not  only  for  Quebec  Jewish 
leadership,  but  for  Quebec 
political  leaders  on  the 
whole  regarding  these 
issues.  It  is  unfortunate 
that  for  “partisan”  rea- 
sons, too  many  Quebec 
politicians  fail  to  acknowl- 
edge some  of  the  realities 
expressed  in  this  impor- 
tant survey.  The  leader- 
ship of  the  Montreal  Jew- 
ish community  will  have 
to  expand  its  efforts  at  coalition  build- 
ing and  work  even  more  closely  with 
non-Jewish  leadership  to  further 
explain,  in  a non-threatening  manner, 
the  consequences  of  our  political  situa- 
tion to  politicians  and  other  decision- 
makers in  the  province.

Fairy  tales  are  chock  full  of  fun  and  insight 


If  you  usually  associate  fairy  tales  with  stories  set  in 
some  long  ago  European  rural  setting  written  or  compiled 
by  authors  who  are  long  gone,  get  ready  for  a big  sur- 
prise. Brand  new  fairy  tales,  Jewish  ones  too,  roll  off  the 
presses  at  a startling  rate.  Additionally,  old  fairy  tales 
and  legends  are  constantly  being  rediscovered  and  retold 
in  fresh  voices. 

True,  new  and  retold  Jewish  fairy  tales  are  still  main- 
ly set  ‘once  upon  a time’  in  the  ‘Old  Country’  of  Ashke- 
nazic Jewry.  But  their  sense  of  fun  and  insight  into 
human  nature  will  easily  absorb  and  entertain  today’s 
child.  As  a bonus  many  of  the  fairy  tales  immerse  readers 
in  the  richness  of  shtetl  traditions,  customs,  values,  and 
lifestyles. 

The  following  two  books  - one  a new  story  and  one  a 
recycled  story  - are  marvellous  examples  of  the  genre. 
Gittel’s  Hands 

By  Erica  Silverman 

Pictures  by  Deborah  Nourse  Lattimore 

BridgeWater  Books  1996 

Unpaged  Ages  5-9 

Take  the  Rumpelstiltskin  story.  Add  the  following  Jew- 
ish ingredients:  the  traditional  shtetl-dwelling  poor 
man/rich  man  battle  of  wits;  a father  so  proud  of  his 
daughter’s  cooking,  sewing  and  Passover  preparations 
that,  in  his  eyes,  she’s  a wonder  worker;  the  usual  Jewish 
warning  against  boastfulness  and  idle  talk;  an  obedient, 
kind-hearted  daughter  who  rushes  to  do  good  deeds;  and 
the  prophet  Elijah. 

The  result  is  Gittel’s  Hands,  a cleverly  written,  beau- 
tifully designed  and  magnificantly  illustrated  fairy  tale 
with  a super  climax  and  a surprising  feminist  ending. 
The  title  of  the  story  is  a play  on  a Yiddish  compliment 
that  was  popularly  used  to  describe  an  outstanding 
housewife’s  cooking  and  sewing  skills  and/or  a superla- 
tive artisan's  craftsmanship.  They  were  said  to  ha vegold- 
ena  hentalach  , golden  hands. 

Throughout  the  story  Erica  Silverman’s  choice  of 
words  and  phrases  sparkle.  Her  cumulative  style  of  sto- 
rytelling and  its  lightly  rollicking  pace  build  excitement 
and  suspense  layer  by  layer.  The  refrain  that  ties  every- 
thing together  and  ends  the  story  dances  off  the  page  like

its  dybbuks  (little  demons)  would  if  they  were  real. 

Chagall-style  illustrations,  mainly  in  shades  of  blues, 
greens  and  mauves,  locate  the  story  in  time  and  place 
while  adding  a sense  of  dreaminess,  unreality  and  their 
own  humorous  overtones.  Pay  particular  attention  to  the 
characters’  expressive  eyes  and  eloquent  hand  gestures. 

The  last  page  broadens  the  book’s  audience  by  explain- 
ing some  of  the  Jewish  words  that  are  naturally  incorpo- 
rated in  the  text.  Gittel’s  Hands  is  an  ideal  gift  for  Jewish 
and  non-Jewish  kids,  boys  and  girls  alike. 

Onions  and  Garlic 
An  Old  Tale

According  to  author  Eric  A.  Kimmel,  “ Onions  and  Gar- 
lic is  a universal  tale  that  can  be  found  in  different  ver- 
sions all  over  the  globe."  The  version  he  retells  comes 
from  the  Aggadah  , the  book  of  legends  based  on  stories 
in  the  Talmud. 

Given  that  origin,  adults  might  expect  the  story  to  be 
weighed  down  with  moral  lessons.  Not  so.  While  the 
lessons  are  there,  in  Kimmel’s  retelling  the  story  is  light 
as  a feather  and  charmingly  smooth. 

Essentially  Onions  and  Garlic  is  an  ironic  story  about 
the  relative  nature  of  monetary  value  and  the  absolute 
value  of  being  kind-hearted  and  trusting. 

Getzel,  the  youngest  son  of  a successful  merchant,  was 
called  a fool  by  his  father  and  brothers,  Gedalyah  and 
Hananyah.  His  foolishness?  Being  too  nice.  Wanting  to 
prove  himself,  Getzel  sets  off  on  a voyage  to  seek  his  for- 
tune. His  capital,  a large  sack  of  onions.  After  many 
months  and  a few  adventures  Getzel  returns  home  with 
a hundred  sacks  of  diamonds. 

His  brothers  can’t  believe  Getzel’s  luck.  “If  the  king 
would  give  that  much  for 
onions,  imagine  what  he 
would  pay  for  garlic!”  Off 
they  go  in  a boat  loaded 
with  garlic.  After  many 
months  and  a few  adven- 
tures they  return  but  not 
with  diamonds.  Can  you 
guess  with  what? 


From  Onions  and  Garlic 

Katya  Arnold’s  illustrations  are  as  bold,  brassy  and 
zany  as  the  story.  They  have  a Dr.  Seuss  madness  to  them 
but  their  coloring  is  much  brighter  and  the  people  are 
drawn  as  caricatures.  In  all,  Onions  and  Garlic  is  a 
delightfully  stylish  romp  in  the  world  of  commerce,  val- 
ues and  family.

Dairy  dishes  are  welcome  addition  to  Passover  table 


DONNA  KARLIN 


Well,  Passover  is  back!  It’s  that  time  of  year  again. 
Every  year  I try  to  come  up  with  some  new  recipes  that 
won’t  taste  like  sawdust  and  cement.  The  dishes  I have 
the  hardest  time  with  are  dairy  recipes.  Here  are  a few  I 
came  up  with  last  year  which  were  a very  welcome  addi- 
tion to  the  table.  Served  with  a tossed  salad,  these  make 
a delicious  lunch  or  dairy  dinner.  Wishing  you  all  a very 
happy  and  healthy  Pesach! 

Vegetarian  Matzo  Lasagna 
14-  or  15-oz  jar  or  tin  of  tomato  sauce 
3 whole  matzos 
8 oz  low  fat  cottage  cheese 
10  oz  frozen  spinach,  defrosted  and  squeezed  dry 
8 oz  shredded  mild  mozzarella  style  white  cheese 
6 very  large  firm  mushrooms,  stemmed  and  sliced 

Preheat  oven  to  350°.  Lightly  grease  an  8”  square  pan. 
Wet  matzos  so  they’re  slightly  wet  but  not  falling  apart. 
Coat  with  2 tbsp  of  the  tomato  sauce.  Place  one  matzo  in 
the  pan.  Top  with  half  the  cottage  cheese,  all  the  chopped 
spinach,  a third  of  the  remaining  tomato  sauce  and  a 
third  of  the  shredded  cheese.  Cover  with  the  second 
matzo,  remaining  cottage  cheese,  the  sliced  mushrooms, 
half  the  remaining  tomato  sauce  and  half  the  remaining 
cheese.  Top  with  the  third  matzo,  remaining  tomato 
sauce  and  cheese.  Cover  with  tin  foil  and  bake  45  min- 
utes. Uncover  and  bake  an  additional  15  minutes.  Serves 
4.  Recipe  can  be  doubled  easily,  but  make  in  two  square 
pans  for  even  baking. 

Matzo  Spinach  Kugel 

2 10-oz  boxes  frozen  chopped  spinach,  defrosted  and 
squeezed  dry 

2 cups  chopped  white  of  leeks  or  onion 


1 tbsp  vegetable  oil 

2 eggs 

1 tbsp  chopped  fresh  parsley 
1 tbsp  chopped  fresh  dill 
4 cups  matzo  farfel 
6 egg  whites 
Pinch  nutmeg 
1 tbsp  matzo  meal 
Oil  for  lightly  greasing  pan 
Salt  and  pepper  to  taste 


11  oz  tomato  and  mushroom  sauce 

1 tsp  salt 

1/2  tsp  pepper 

2 large  tomatoes,  diced 
1 1/2  cups  matzo  farfel 

In  a saucepan,  saute  onion  in  oil  until  soft  and  golden 
brown.  Add  eggplant,  red  pepper,'  tomato  mushroom 
sauce  and  seasoning.  Cover  pan  and  simmer  for  15  min- 
utes or  until  eggplant  is  tender.  Stir  in  diced  tomatoes.  In 
a lightly  greased  2 quart  casserole,  arrange  layers  of  egg- 
plant mixture  and  farfel.  Begin  and  end  with  vegetable 
mixture.  Bake  uncovered  in  preheated  350°  oven  for  25 
minutes. 

Note:  As  is,  this  makes  a wonderful  vegetarian  meal 
or  a great  accompaniment  to  roasted  chicken.  For  a dairy 
meal,  you  can  add  shredded  cheese  to  the  top  of  the  casse- 
role before  baking.  Bake  until  the  cheese  is  bubbly  and 


Preheat  oven  to  350°.  Place  drained  spinach  in  a large 
bowl.  In  a frying  pan,  saute  leeks  or  onion  in  oil  until  soft. 
Remove  from  heat  and  add  to  spinach  in  bowl.  In  proces- 
sor, chop  herbs.  Add  the  2 eggs,  salt,  pepper  and  nutmeg 
and  process  for  2 minutes.  Scrape  sides  of  the  processor 
bowl  down  once  or  twice.  Pulse  a few  more  times  until  the 
herbs  are  well  chopped  in  the  egg.  Pour  into  the  spinach 
mixture.  Mix  in  the  farfel.  In  a clean  bowl,  beat  the  egg 
whites  until  stiff  but  not  dry  and  fold  into  spinach  mix- 
ture. Lightly  grease  a 9” 
pan  with  oil  and  dust  with 
matzo  meal.  Pour  mixture 
into  pan  and  bake  at  350° 
for  45  minutes.  Cut  into 
wedges  and  serve. 

Eggplant  Casserole 

3 tbsp  oil 

1 large  onion,  chopped 
1 medium  eggplant,  peeled 
and  cubed 

1/4  cup  diced  red  pepper

$250,000  bequest  received 
from  the  late  Dr.  Jack  Feller 


Before  Jack  Feller  passed  away  he  made 
arrangements  to  take  care  of  both  his  family  and 
his  community.  In  his  will  he  provided  for  his 
brother  Percy  to  receive  a life  interest  on  a 
$250,000  Guaranteed  Investment  Certificate.  The 
GIC  was  gifted  to  the  community  but  left  in  trust 
for  Percy’s  benefit.  After  Percy’s  death,  the 
money  was  transferred  to  the  Ottawa  Jewish 
Community  Foundation.  Jack  left  instructions 
that  the  interest  on  one  fifth  of  the  gift  be  allocat- 
ed to  the  United  Jewish  Appeal  of  Ottawa,  anoth- 
er fifth  to  the  Jewish  Community  Centre  and  the 
balance  to  be  used  at  the  discretion  of  the  Ottawa 
Jewish  Community  Foundation's  directors. 

Jack  was  the  fourth  son  of  Saul  and  Bertha 
Feller,  Romanian  immigrants.  He  graduated  from 
Lisgar  Collegiate  and  McGill  University  and 
served  as  a medical  officer  with  a bomber 
squadron  during  the  Second  World  War  in  Lon- 
don, England.  He  had  the  difficult  task  of  deter- 
mining whether  his  crew  was  fit  enough  to  go 
back  into  active  combat.  After  the  war  he  returned 
to  Ottawa  and  specialized  in  Endocrinology.  He 


was  instrumental  in  establishing  a diabetes  unit  at 
the  Ottawa  Civic  Hospital. 

Dr.  Feller  was  also  an  avid  sportsman.  When- 
ever the  gym  on  the  top  floor  of  No.  4 Fire  Station 
in  Lowertown  was  available,  he  and  other  Jewish 
youth  would  play  basketball.  His  personal  scoring 
record  for  1923  is  recorded  in  the  YM HA  score- 
book  now  housed  with  the  Historical  Society.
